PRIVATE LAND CLAIMS COURT. 


Short Sketches of the Men Who Com- 
pose It. 

WasHinaton, June 10.—The court of pri- 
vate land claims constituted by the president 
today, consists of three republicans and two 
democrats.. Reed, who is made chief justice of 
the court, is a resident of Council Blufls, Ia. He 
served during the war as an officer in the Sec- 
ond Battery Iowa Light Artillery and was a 
member of the Iowa state senate from 1866 to 
1868. He was subsequenty judge of the dis- 
trict court and judge of the supreme court of 
the state. He was elected to the fifty-first 
congress as a republican, and since the close of 
that congress has engaged in the practice of 
his profession. 

Judge Murray is a resident of Huntington, 
Tenn. He is about fifty-five years of age. 
He served in the union army during the war, 
and was afterwards appointed United States 
attorney for the western district of Tennessee. 
Heisa strong republican, but was recom- 
mended for appointment by both political 
parties, all the judges of the supreme court of 
the state urging his appointment. He was re- 
cently employed as special counsel for the gov- 
erninent in election cases. 

Judge Sluss, of Kansas, was formerly judge 
of the district court. He is about fifty years 
of age and has his residence at Wichita. His 
appointment was urged by Associate Justice 
Brewer, of the supreme court, and others. He 
is a republican. 

The democratic members are Colonel Fuller, 
of North Carolina, and Judge Stone, of Colo- 
rado. The former lives at Kaleigh, and is one 
of the leading lawyers of the state. Judge 
Stone was judge of the supreme court of Colo- 
rado for many years. He lives at Denver, and 
is a tine Spanish scholar. 

Attorney General Miller says the court is a 
very strong one, and that the members all 
stand high in their profession for ability and 
integtity. The United States attorney before 
the court is M. G. Reynolds, of St. uis, a 
young man of high legal standing, and presi- 
dent of the Young Men’s Republican League 
of St. Louis. The salary of the members of 
the court is $5,000 and expenses, and that of 
the attorney $3,500 and expenses. The court 
will sit in states and territories where cases 
arise, and may at times hold short sessions in 
Washington. 


CENSUS OF SOUTH CAROLINA, 


A Bulletin Showing an Increase of Popu- 
lation in All the Counties. 


WasMmxdrox, June 10.—A census bulletin 
has been issued giving the population of the 
state of South Carolina by minor civil divisions 
and embodying also figures of 
1889 for-comparison. The total 
the state under the eleventh census, taken 
June 1, 1890, is 1, 151. 149, an increase of 155,572, 
or 15.63 per cent over the population of the 
state in 1880, which was 995,577. In only one 
county of the state isa decrease show. This 
is in Newberry county, where a decrease of 
sixty-three persons is found. The other coun- 
ties show an increase varying from 3 per cent to 
37.06 per cent. Florence and Spartanburg coun- 


| ties show the largest percentages of increase, 


while Spartanburg county also shows the 
largést numerical increase, the increase in both 
of these counties being more than one-third, 
and Anderson county shows an increase of 10,- 
084, or 30 per cent since 1880. Clarendon, 
Richland and York counties show increases of 
more than 25 per cent, while Henry and Lan- 
caster counties show increases of nearly 25 per 
cent. Figures for 1880 for Beckley and Flor- 
ence counties represent the population of 
townships now comprising them, which in 
1880 formed parts of other counties. The 

pulation of the townships thus taken has 
4. deducted from the total population in 
1880 for Charleston, Clarendon, Darlington 
and Marion counties, 

Of the cities and towns in the state 
having a population of 2,000 or more, 
the largest percentages of increase 
are found in Piedmont, Rock Hill, 
Laurens, Parlington and Camden towns and 
Sumter city. The largest numerical increases 
during the decade are found in Columbia and 
Charleston cities, Columbia having increased 
5,317, or 52.98 per cent, while Charleston has 
increased 4,971, or 9.95 per cent.

THE CEREMONIES AT FREDERICKS- 
BURG YESTERDAY.. 


SPEECH OF GENERAL BRADLEY JOHNSTON 


Description of the Monument Which Stands 
Where Fivé Thousand Confederate 
Soldiers Were Buried. . 


FR&DERICKSBURG, Va., June 10.— The town 
is profusely decorated today with bunting and 
confederate and national flags in honor of 
Memorial Day and the unveiling of the con- 
federate statue. Thousands of visitors are in 
attendance, including a numberof confederate 
camps with their drum corps, 

About 3 o’clock the line of procession 
was formed and marched through the princi- 
pal streets to the cemetery, where 3,000 confed- 
erates are buried, amid cheers from the throng 


which lined the route. The procession, which 
was under the direction of Grand Commander 


William P. Smith and marshals, comprised 
carriages containing members of the Ladies’ 
Memorial Association and distinguished guests, 
bands of music, uniformed Confederate Vet- 
erans, Sons of Veterans, the fire department 
and civic organizations. : 
The services at the cemetery were opened 
with prayer by Rev. I. W. Canter, of the 
Methodist church, and then General Bradley 
T. Johnston, of Baltimore, orator of the day, 
delivered the unveiling address, which was in 


part as follows: 

Fellow Confederates, Men and Women: For 
the last twenty years I have been observing with 
growing wonder the phenomenon of feeling to 
ward the actors on the confederate side. It is a 
fact, and a wonderful fact, that the pathos, the 
sentiment, the romance of the war between the 
states is concentrated and crystallized about the 
cause of the confederacy. In the north today no 
name thrills human hearts like that of Lee; no 
name electrifies the people like that of Stonewall 
Jackson; no flag flashes, no saber} glistens like 
that of Stuart. Neither Grant, nor Sherman, nor 
Sheridan, great and successful soldiers of the 
victorious side, have left such an impression on 
the imagination or hearts of the people as have 
the leaders of the confeaerates who died in battle 
or yielded to overwhelming force when further 
resistance would have been criminal. 

I do not mean to intimate, for I do .not believe, 
that the north has changed its opinion asto the 
wisdom of our course. They thought then, and 
they think now, it was foolish to break up the 
union; first, because the union was profitable, 
and, second, because it was impossible, before 
overwhelming forces, for us to succeed. ButI do 
Bay that the idea is dimly posing itself upon the 
northern mind that we tried to avoid war, and did 
not want war; but that it was brought on, waged 
and continued for the purpose of keeping a fac- 
tion in power, and enabling the controllers of the 
faction to make profit out of it. 

He declared that confederate soldiers were 
the greatest the English race had ever pro- 
duced. 

General Johnston then paid a warm tribute 
to the confederate soldier and to the women of 
the south. Occasionally one of the latter, he 
continued, had picked up a handsome, dashing 
and gallant — — officer. “The temptation 
to get even, he went on, was so strong for 
even a confederate woman, but she has sing 
held his misfortune, at having been a yankee, 
over his head and has made a better 
man and better soldier of him 
every time.“ The speaker was frequently 
interrupted by applause. 

The statue was then unyeiled by Captain 
John W. Barney, amidst great cheering. The 
band played and then the exercises Closed 
with an artillery and infantry salute. e 

It is a bronze statue of a } 
nine and a half feet high. He is represented 
as standing at parade rest,“ with musket in 
hand and with a blanket thrown over his 
left shoulder. A haversack soba from the 
same side, while from the rightside swings a 
canteen and bayonet and scabbard. On his 
head rests the familiar slouch hat. 

The corner stone of the monument, the apex 
of which is now crowned by the confederate 
statue, was laid June 4, 1874, by Fredericks- 
burg lodge, No. 4, A. F. and A. M., and the 
monument was completed and unveiled on 
Memorial Day, Thursday, June 9, 1884, with 
imposing and elaborate exercises. The monu- 
ment was erected by the Ladies’ Memorial As- 
sociation and the stone was taken from the 
farm of Mrs. Dowman, in this county. It is of 
gray granite and stands on a mound five 
feet and six inches high. Thereis a column 
on each corner of red granite and with a gray 
— and plinth base. It contains the fol- 

owing inscriptions: 

On the east side South Carolina, Virginia 
and North Carolina.“ 

North—‘“‘Missouri, Kentucky, 
Arkansas. 

West— Louisiana, Mississippi, Texas.“ 

South— “ Georgia, Florida, Alabama.“ 

On the west side are muskets; on the south, 
a castle with battlements; on the north, sabers; 
on the east, cannon and the words: To thé 
Confederate Dead.“ 

Almost every campin Virginia was repre- 
sented at the unveiling ceremonies, and the 
observance of the ~~ was without parallel in 
this historic town.

SIR WILLIAM GORDON CUMMING WEDDED 


To Miss Florence Garner, of New York—The 
Prince Critcised for His Part 
in the Scandal. 


Loxpox, June 10.—Sir William Gordon 
Cumming was married at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing in the fashionable Holy Trinity church, at 
Chelsea, to Miss Florence Garner, daughter of 
the late Commodore William Garner, of New 
York city. Lord Thurlow gave the bride 
away. Major Vesey Dawson, of the Cold- 
stream Guards, was best man. Rev. R. Eyton 
officiated. 

The marriage was practically a secret one. 
Only twelve people were present at the cere- 
monies at Holy Trinity. The bride looked 
charmingly happy, and Sir William was 
proud looking, cool and entirely self-pos- 
sessed. There was no trace in his personal ap- 
pearance of depression or emotion resulting 
from yesterday’s verdict in court of the 
queen’s bench. Lady and Sir William Gordon 
Cumming left this city shortly after the cere- 
mony for the bridegroom’s estate at Altyre, 
near Forres, in Scotland, where they 
will spend the honeymoon. In an in- 
terview Sir William Gordon Cumming 
said that he had nothing to add to what he had 
said in the witness box. The popular opinion 
of the verdict, he said, was shown by the dem- 
onstrationsin court. Sir William refused to 
say anything in regard to the comments of the 
newspapers upon the case just decided, saying 
that the newspapers were at perfect liberty to 
say what they pleased when the verdict was 
pronounced against him. 

Sir William offered to cancel his engage- 
ment to Miss Garner, but that lady, believing 
in his innocence, refused to hear of such a 
thing, and insisted that the marriage should 
toke place today. It is expected that Sir 
William and his wife will visit the United 
States in the autumn. 

Lady Gordon Cumming is the eldest daugh- 
terof the late Commodore William Garner, 
of New York, who was drowned in July, 1876, 
with his wife, through the capsizing of Gar- 
ner’s yacht, the Mohawk.

THE WHEAT CROP. 
Report of the Department of Agriculture 


for June. 


WaAsHINGToN, June 10.—The June report of 
the statistician of the department of agricul- 
ture, makes the area in winter wheat, as com- 

ared with the breadth harvested last year, 
11.5; spring wheat, 103.4; barley, 107.1; rye, 
101.5; oats, 97.9. A 

Condition-—Winter wheat, 96.6; spring 
wheat, 92.6; barley, 90.3; rye, 95.4; oats, 85. 

In comparison with 1889 the increase in 
wheat acreage is quite moderate. The reduc- 
tion last year of more than 2,000,000 acres sug- 
gests the reason for most of the present in- 
crease. This advance is, therefore, both re- 
placement and development, the former no- 
tably in Illinois, Missouri, Kansas and Cali- 
fornia, the latter in a less degree in Washing- 
ton, Oregon, the Dakotas and in several terri- 
tories. These violent fluctuations make inves- 
tigation difficult, and in some districts will ren- 
der necessary supplementary work. To this 
extent the present estimates may 
be considered preliminary. The extension 
of acreage, according to our correspondents, 
depends on the price of wheat and not on 
available land. A large increment of wheat 
breadth is reported in Washington. A large 
amount of new land is being broken for next 
year’s crop, and local opinion is expressed that 
not more than one-fifth of the wheat land of 
that new state is under cultivation. 

The winter wheat crop is encroaching upon 
thesouthern and eastern borders of the spring 
wheat district, notably in Iowa and Wiscon- 
sin, under the protection of crop diversifica- 
tion and new methods of cultivation, while 
spring wheat extension responds moderately 
to the stimulus of higher prices. 

The condition of winter wheat has declined 

only one point. The average of New York is 
96; Pennsylvania, 97; Georgia, 98; Texas, 98; 
Ohio, 99; Michigan, 90; 2 2 99; Lilinois, 
98; Missouri, 99; Kansas, 95; California, 97. 

The first monthly statement of averages of 
spring wheat makes Wisconsin, 77; Minne- 
scta, 89; Iowa, 95; Nebraska, 97 ; the Dakotas, 
96. Early sown wheat was injured by frost in 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. Germination was 
arrested by the droughtin the same region. 
In South Dakota the drought has retarded 
growth. The conditions haye been more fa- 
vorable generally in North Dakota. Recent 
rains in Nebraska and Iowa have greatly bene- 
fited wheat and encouraged growers. 

The drought in May has greatly injured oats 
on the entire Atlantic coast. inter oats in 
the southern states are far better than the 
spring crop, which has been partially destroyed 
by drought and insects. ot only was the 
acreage reduced in the Ohio valley, but the 
condition is low in consequence of dry weather. 
In Minnesota the injuries of the drought were 
supplemented by those of cut worms. The 
condition is highest on the northern Atlantic 
coast and on the Pacific, where areas are very 
limited. 

The increase in acreage of barley is general 
in almost every section where it is grown, and 
especially marked in the states of the Ohio 
valley, in Wisconsin and California. The 
condition, is uniformly high, except in por- 
tions of the northwest, where it has been 
lowered by the drought and cool weather. 


THE COTTON CROP. 


Report of the Agricultural Department for 
June. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The report of the statis- 
tician of the department of agriculture for June 
makes the acreage in cotton 97.7 per cent of the 
area of 1890, and the average condition 85.7. The 
reduction of the area is attributed in some districts 
to the concerted contraction on account of low 
prices, but it is evident that it is mainly due to the 
unfayorable conditions for planting and germina- 
tion. The record ot planting in the May report is 


quite accurately the history of the crop to the 
present time. Planting was delayed by the early 


drought in the latter half of 
followed by continued drought in 


May. Germination arrested, replanting ac- 
tive, defective stands corrected are feat- 
ures of the record frequently and almost uni- 
versally reported. These conditions were less gen- 
eral and controlling in Texas than in any other 
state. 

The areas as compared with last year are given 
as follows: Virginia, 96; North Carolina, 94; South 
Carolina, 96; Georgia, 95; Florida, 99; Alabama, 96; 
Mississippi, 95; Louisiana, 96; Texas, 105; Arkan- 
sas, 96; Tennessee, 95. 

The general condition is the lowest for June 
since 1874, though it is only a fraction lower than 
that of 1883 and 1889, the latter year was of good 
yield through favorable later conditions. 

The state averages of condition are: Virginia 
78; North Carolina, 75; South Carolina, 80; Georgia, 
80; Florida, 90; Alabama, 80; Mississippi,88 ; Louisi- 
ana, 88; Texas, 91; Arkansas, 89; Tennessee, 73. 

The temperature of May was quite too low for 
cotton, the cool nights checking germination and 
retarding growth. Of course t conditions 
make the crop late in development, in some places 
a few days, in others a week or two later than in 
the seasons of early development. There is fre- 
quent mention of stands, but constant re- 
ene will reduce the vacancies to a minimum,

On the Lynching of Hunt by the Soldiers 
at Walla Walla. 

WALLA WALLA, Wash., June 10.— The 
grand jury empaneled to investigate the 
lynching of A. J. Hunt by the soldiers on 
April 25th, made a report to the superior 
court, The report says in part: 

„We found a true bill against only seven 
enlistded men of the Fourth United States cav- 
alry, yet we are satisfied there are a number of 
soldiers against whom insufficient evidence 
has been procurable to warrant indictment, 
that are equally guilty with those indicted. 

There is no doubt that Colonel Compton did 
not believe his troops would make the attack 
upon the county jail, although the prosecuting 
attorney and the sheriff interviewed him re- 
garding the reports which reached them of the 
premeditated lynching of Hunt. But the at- 
tack on the sheriff and tlie prisoner, Hunt, on 
the night before the lynching, and the open 
defiance of the commissioners, sup-

a sufficient warning 
to him of what might be expected and that 
negligence existed in not taking ample precau- 
tions to keep his men under direct control. 
While precaution would have prevented the 
outrage, in justice to Colonel Compton we will 
state, since thejlyching, the has rendered the 
jury all the aid within his power in our in- 
vestigation.

‘ance and inside are hard spots, totally unlike

I do not know of the peach yellows existing 
gouth of Virginia. It is found in east Ken- 
tucky, Ohio, Tilinois and southern Michigan. 
In peach yellows the tree is usually only partly 
affected at first, but in rosette the whole tree 
is attacked at once. 

The rosette is more deadly to the trees at- 
tack but not so disastrous to the whole 
orchard. But further south in this state a 
whole orchard was killed in three years’ time 
from the rosette.

Corpe.s, Ga., June 10.—[Special.}—Some 
of the sawmill men of south Georgia may find 
themselves in the soup soon. In other words, 
there is now some probability that certain mill 
men whose names appeared as co-operating 
with a certain lumber company before it went 
out of business, will be sued for the debts of 
the concern. 

Last year Mr. L. D. Hill came to Cordele 
from Brunswick and began buying 
lumber from the mill men. He 
signed L. D. Hill, president,“ 
to his checks, which were drawn on a Bruns- 
wick bank and which were promptly honored. 
Soon Mr. Hill divulged that he was president 
of the Oglethorpe Lumber Company. 

But who were the stockholders, or members 
ofthe firm and what was the company's capital? 
These questions were often asked, but never 
answered. Mr. August Hedstrom soon joined 
Mr. Hill here and signed checks for the com- 
pany as vice president, and later Mr. James 
Foley entered the arena as secretary and 
treasurer.“ 

So it became generally understood, though 
I don't think it was ever definitely stated, that 
Hill, Hedstrom and Foley were the Ogle- 
thorpe Lumber Company. 

Astime went on and their checks were 
found to be always good for the meney, many 
of the mill men threw off the suspicion which 
they first entertained and sold them lumber 
whenever they could, taking their time drafts 
in payment. * These drafts were met as 
promptly as their bank checks had been hon- 


ored. 

Finally a great scheme emanated ffom the 
office of the Oglethorpe Lumber Company, 
which was to be the salvation of the 
men. It was nothing more 
nor less than to make all the 
mill men who would agree to the idea part- 
ners, and to let the Oglethorpe Lumber Com- 
pany become a great co-operative association 


which would saw the lumber for the consumers 


direct and thus save the middlemen’s commis- 
sion. 

This idea struck the mill men asa fine one and 
soon the letter heads of the company bristled 
with names of mill men as partners. Mr. Hill 
established an office in Philadelphia and acted 
as agent for the company in securing large 
orders for lumber, which were divided among 
the mills. 

The company flourished for awhile under this 
arrangement and the mill men rejoiced that 
they had at last downed the middleman, and 
were getting good prices for their lumber. 
But they were destined to come to woe, for 
there were several facts which they had over- 
looked in becoming partnersin the Oglethorpe 
Lumber Company. 

Soon it became rumored that the company 
would liquidate and pay its creditors propor- 
tionately to its assets. hese were thought to 
be small, and the company’s debts were 
said to be large. Then it was that 
the fact came hometo the numerous partners 
that they are individually liable for the debts 
of the concern. It has grown still more se- 
rious since several mill men, who were not 

artners but had sold lumber to the company, 
8 threatened to sue some of the best of 
these parties for their money. 

There is little doubt that this will de done, 
and if that does 1 r the mill men whose 
names were on the Oglethorpe Lumber Com- 
pany's note heads will come to grief. 

It is to be hoped, however, 
these Y {generous, 
not held liable for the debts 
which they did not make and from which they 
received no benefit. 

Mr. Hill, the president of the company, is a 
shrewd financier, and while the company lost 
heavily last year by the failure of several large 
companies, itmet every obligation until re- 
cently when, I suppose, the company was com- 
pelled to quit business on account of the gen- 
eral tightness of money. Mr. Hill proposes to 
pay every cent of the company’s debts eventu- 
ally, but says it cannot be done now.

The Farms of the Future. 


The Country Gentleman of a recent date prints 
a letter from Mr. C. Wood Davis on crops per cap- 
ita, and the conclusion he draws is that good 
lands anywhere in the United States will be 
worth $100 an acre within five years.” This 
ought to cheer the hearts of the farmers. 

Mr. Davis asserts that there is an exact ratio 
between population and production, but that this 
Das not been made manifest for the reason that 
we have been cultivating too much land and 
Could at any time increase one product at the ex 

nse of another without making a “shortened 
supply of the lessened erop.” But this is not to 
be so another decade. Indeed, he fixes the limi- 
tation in 1895. His reasoning is exhilarating and 
reads better than one of Senator Peffer’s 
speeches : 

We cannot reduce tnenumberof cattle other 
than milch cows below 530 to 1,000 people without 
making beef so valuable that the farmers will 
rush into its production and thus create a short- 

in some other product; nor make the milch 
cows less than 230 to each 1,000 of the population 
without makibg a sbortage in some other 
direction and putting up the price of everything 
pertaining to the dairy. The balance must be 
preserved. For each 1,000 units added to the 
population we must add 230 to 235 milch cows and 
a given number of horses, and but for the surplus 
of beeves now existing we should have to add 
fifty to fifty-three cattle other than milch cows. 
For every cow, steer, or horse added we must add 
about six to seven acres to our farms, and of this 
two and one-half to three acres must be in pasture. 

On these figures Mr. Davis, in 1891, believes that 
home consumption by 1895 will consume all the 
products of American farms, and that the price of 
good farm lands in the old northwestern states 
wili be $100 an acre.

Mr. Cleveland and Democratic Prece- 
dent. 

It will be interesting at this juncture to 
look back a little and see how broadly and 
how well the democratic party has laid the 
foundation for the free coinage of silver, and 
it will be especially interesting to see the 
part Mr. Cleveland had in that important 
work. He seems to have forgotten one of 
the most important clauses in one of the 
most important bills he signed in the white 
house, and to have wholy ignored the logic 
of his action at that time. 

On the 24th of May, 1888, only twelve 
days before his renomination, Mr. Cleveland 
approved an act of congress which launched 
one of the most important enterprises this 
country has undertaken since the war, one 
whose consequences are likely to be felt for 
years to come, and one which lays broadly 
the foundation for great reforms, among 
them the free coinage of silver. 

This act provided for the calling together 
of the Pan-American congress, composed of 
delegates from eighteen nations, including 
the United States and the republics of South 
and Central America. The purpose of the 
conference was clearly set forth in the act, 
and was to promote the peaceful relations of 
these countries and toestablish closer com- 
mercial relations between them. As means 
to these ends, several things were proposed 
for the consideration of the congress, among 


others the following: 
Sixth. The adoption of a common silver coin, to 
be issued by each government, the same being 
legal tender in all commercial transactions be- 
tween the citizens of all the American states. 


No paragraph was ever written which did 
more to strengthen the position of free coin- 
age than this. Mr. Cleveland could not do 
anything which would more effectually pave 
the way to large silver coinage than he did 
in endorsing this movement to make it 
simultaneous in North and South America. 

The report of the discussions in the con- 
_ ference shows on what a large scale it was 
proposed to coin silver. 

Morris M. Estee and T. Jefferson Coolidge, 
two of the delegates appointed by Mr. Cleve- 
land to represent the United States in the 
conference, discussed the question at great 
length, differing materially as to the man- 
ner of issuing these international silver dol- 
lars, but both proposing a very large coinage. 
Mr. Estee wished to limit the amount to 
$4,000,000 a month forthe United States 
and $4,000,000 for Central and South Amer- 
ica, while Mr. Coolidge. proposed to coin 
$60,000,000 annually for the first ten years, 
and expressed the opinion that an annual 
coinage of $100,000,000 might be maintained 
at par. 

Such an arrangement between the United 
States and the nations south of us would 
create at once a demand for all available sil- 
ver in the world, and the talk about depre- 
ciation would cease as quickly as the tariff 
talk ceased after the fall election. The po- 
sition of countries using silver would be sim- 
ply impregnable. This was the great scheme 
launched by the democratic congress in 1888. 

The act providing for it was approved by 
Mr. Cleveland, and the machinery was 
promptly set in motion by his administra- 
tion. It cannot be presumed that he lent 
himself carelessly to a movement for the 
coinage of legal tender silver in immense 
quantities. In view of his widely published 
declaration that public office is a public trust, 
he must have given his approval to the 

ag after mature consideration, 
knowing well the direction in which it tended 
to launch the policy of the United States. 
It had been several years since he declared 
against the coinage of $2,000,000 a month 
in silver, and as his gloomy predictions 
about the loss of the gold in the treasury had 
signally failed, there was every reason to be- 
lieve that he had profited by experience, and, 
having recently come out on the side of the 
people on the tariff question, he was then 
_ prepared to go with them on the coinage of 
silver. Certainly, this a fair interpretation 
of Mr, Cleveland’s official acts. 
But what has happened of late? For a 
long time Mr. Cleveland was dumb on the 


experience, 
Mr. Cleveland was almost persuaded to go 
with the people on the free coinage of silver, 
but that, yielding to the clamor of Wall 
steeet, he departed from them. It was a 
fatal step for Mr. Cleveland. 


Mr. Wanamaker’s Story. 
Mr. Wanamaker has undoubtellly hurt 
himself with the public by his connection 


+ with the rotten Keystone bank, of Philadel- 


phia. So strong was the prejudice against 
him that The New York Evening Post of 
last Monday sneeringly said: 

We were in hopes that the postmaster general 
would avail himself, in his address to his Bethany 
Sunday school yesterday, of at least some portions 
of the remarks which we prepared for his use on 
Saturday, and even, so to speak, put into his 
mouth, touching the recent sad occurrences in the 
banking world in Philadeiphia in which he has 
played a prominent part. We were, therefore, 
much disappointed to find that, instead of taking 
his text from us, he had “talked in the Bethany 
church yesterday to a large andience, of the right- 
eous example of King Hezekiah.“ Now, the ex- 
ample of Hezekiah was righteous, but it neverthe- 
less does not seem to us to furnish Mr. Wana- 
maker with a text suited to this occasion. Heze- 
kiah’s reign was prosperous, and he got the better 
of all his enemies, including Sennacherib, who 
was the most formidable, but it will be observed 
that when he took all the silver that was found 
in the house of the Lord, and in the treasures of 
the king’s house,” and cut off the gold from the 
doors of the temple of the Lord, and from the pil- 
lars which Hezekiah, king of Judah, had over- 
laid,“ he converted none of it to his own use. On 
the contrary, we aré expressly told that he “gave 
it to the king of Assyria,” on the public account, 
to save his country from devastation, having con- 
tracted to pay that monarch 300 talents of silver 
and thirty talents of gold as tribute. Moreover, 
Hezekiah, when threatened with death, was able 
to say, in his prayer for the prolongation of his 
life, “Remember now how I have walked before 
thee in truth and with a perfect heart, and have 
done that which is good in thy sight.“ He could 
not have said this if he had borrowed money, or 
levied taxes, or taken public treasure for unwor- 
thy purposes, or given it to men whom he knew to 
be dishonest, or spent it in ways which he dared 
not disclose, or got the keeper of the treasury to 
allow him secretly to overdraw his civil list, and 
then pretend tothe people that he never took a 
shekel but what the law allowed. 

On that very day Mr. Wanamaker was on 
the witness stand in Philadelphia, making 
an elaborate statement concerning his rela- 
tions with the bank. He declared that he 
was simply a depositor and avictim. He 
had not overdrawn his account. He had no 
knowledge that the bank was going to close 
until the crash came. 

It is a noteworthy fact that The New 
York World, which is strongly againgt the 
postmaster general, prints his long state- 
ment without editorial comment, a tacit ad- 
mission that it is not vulnerable enough to 
invite attack. 

In a matter of this sort there should be 
the utmost willingness to do Mr. Wana- 
maker justice. At present there is no posi- 
tive testimony to show that he was improp- 
erly tangled up with the Keystone bank. 
Such testimony may yet be forthcoming, but 
it is not in order to discredit the statements 
of the postmaster general until facts come to 
light disproving it. 

The Evening Post is,, perhaps, a little 


premature with its sneering comment. 


An Income Tax. 

The Georgia newspapers, in common with 
many of their southern contemporaries, are 
strongly in favor of a properly graded in- 
come tax. . 

In an editorial on the subject The Perry 
Home Journal, after calling attention to the 
fact that many plutocrats and national banks 
are required by the government to pay taxes 
on only a small portion of their property, 
their bonds and other securities being non- 
taxable, says: 

The government having made it possible for 
men of wealth to escape taxation upon their prop- 
erty, that government should rectify the error by 
placing a tax upon the income of every person 
within its jurisdiction. 

The tariff on imports now imposes its full bur- 
den upon the poorer people, and ‘only a portion 
upon the wealthy. The money laws are decidedly 


in favor of the rich and against the interests of 


the poor, and the direct tax laws exempt such 
property that the rich only can possess. An in- 
come tax would bear u all alike, taking from 
each a stated portion of the money that actually 
comes into his possession. 

With tariff reform, free silver andan income 
tax as the cardinal features of the democratic 
platform, the demand forathird party will be 
abolished, and the republican party as a political 
factor will be buried too deep for resurrection. 


This is a very clear and just statement of 
the situation. Tariff reform, free silver 
coinage and an income tax would be peerless 
planks in a democratic platform. 


The “Unloaded Gun.” 

It is generally the supposed unloaded gun 
that kills.. 

Time and again men point guns known to 
be loaded at a human target and miss their 
aim. . 

But let a man or a boy fool with the gun 
or the pistol that is alleged to be empty, and 
somebody is tolerably certain to get hurt. 

The other day, near Chester, S. C., a 
negro boy of nine playfully almed a gun at a 
white boy of six, and killed him. The 
youthful slayer is in jail, but his statement 
that he thought the gun was not loaded is 
generally believed. In this case the blame 
rests on the person or persons leaving the 
weapon within reach of the children. 

But there appears to be no remedy for the 
damage reported every day from the inten- 
tional and accidental discharge of firearms, 
There are laws against carrying concealed 
pistols, laws against pointing a firearm at a 
person, and heavy licenses imposed upon 
dealers in guns and pistols, but these danger- 
ous nuisances continue to be handled as 
recklessly asever. Thecountry is full of 
men and boys who, with no lawful excuse 
whatever, are always trifling with guns and 
pistols. 

The American fondness for shooting 
irons leads to altogether too many unneces- 
sary and deplorable tragedies.

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OHARLEY OZBURN PASSED THE 
- NIGHT SLEEPING SOUNDLY. 
; ‘ 


MrseBrittain Converts His Dreary Cell Into 
a Pleasant Place—The Governor Making 
Inguiries About Ozburn’s Sanity. 


Charley Ozburn is growing stronger. 

For a half hour he walked the jail corridor 
last night. 

It was the first walk Ozburn has had in just 
one week tonight. 

When he returned to his cell he was well 
worn out. 

And at midnight was sleeping as soundly 
and peacefully as a child. 

That Ozburnis improving physically there 
is now no doubt, but the cloud hovering over 
his mental condition has not been dispelled. 

His appetite is now equal to the appetite of 
a laboring man and his walk last night, 
though short and exhausting, is indicative of 
increased strength. 

Two good meals, a clean cell, a pure white 
bed, and an abundance of flowers, made the 
day’s programme for Ozburn. 

Then during the day he had several visitors, 
and from some of them he appeared to derive 
genuine pleasure. 

Early in the morning Mrs. Brittain called 
to see Ozburn, and with her was a servant 
carrying a large bundle. Just as the lady en- 
tered the jail, one of the trusties who has been 
detailed to wait upon the doomed man, came 
out of the cell with the empty breakfast dishes 
and a bottle of liquor. 

Before beginning his breakfast, which con- 
sisted of eggs, a sinall steak and some toast, 
Ozburn had been given a good, stiff toddy. 
The toddy, together with the night’s rest he 
had enjoyed, gave him an excellent appetite, 
and the meal quickly disappeared. One of 
the trusties was with Ozburn while he was 
eating, and after he came out remarked: 

“That man has as good an appetite as I 
have, and, although he don’t talk much, he 
can’t make me believe he is crazy.“ 

“Why not?“ asked one of the guards, to 
whom he was talking. 

“Simply 'cause he can’t. He talked about 
the beef being tender and juicy and the eggs 
being strong. He said the coffee was fine, 
and wanted to know what time that lady was 
coming back. He was powerful anxious to see 
her.“ i 

Mrs. Brittain was admitted to the cell 
immediately after the dishes were moved out. 
As she went through the door Ozburn’s face 
brightened and with a warmth in his voice he 
said: 

Good morning. I’m glad to see you.“ 

„How do you feel, Mr. Ozburn, this morn- 
ing?“ was Mrs. Brittain’s reply. 

Then turning to the boy she remarked: 

Put that bundle on the chair there and go 
out and get a broom.“ 

Now, Mr. Ozburn,” she said, turning to the 
prisoner, “I am going to make this place more 
cheerful, and I want you to sit in this chair a 
few minutes.”’ 

A pleasant but faint smile played over the 
prisoner’s face as he answered : 

I' do so. Cause I’m anxious to get away 
on the next boat.“ 

Then, with his eyes following Mrs. Brit- 
tain’s every movement, he went from the 
prison cot to the prison chair. Instantly 
Mrs. Brittain’s deft fingers began lifting 
clean white linen from the bundle. 
Then, as the boy re-entered the 
cell with the broom she iustructed him to 
strip the bed. Then the cot was clothed in 
pure white, and as Mrs. Brittain completed 
her task, she turned to the prisoner asking: 

„How does that look, Mr. Ozburn?”’ 

„So nice that it almost makes me sleepy. 
I'm tired anyhow.“ 8 * 

Then lie down,“ said the good lady. 

Slowly and cautiously Ozburn arose, and 
almost tottering, reached the couch. Then, as 
he laid down, Mrs. Brittian instructed the boy 

to sweep, and as the boy swept, she busied her- 
self in placing the cell in order. 

During the whole time she kept up a light, 
pleasant talk with Ozburn. Her remarks 
never touched the man’s pending doom, but 
were of a character calculated to give hima 
happier frame of mind. 

From beginning to end Ozburn never moved 
his eyes off Mrs. Brittain. 

He appeared almost fascinated. 

“Well, now, how’s that?“ she asked as she 
finished her work. 

The murderer’s cell had been almost trans- 
formed into a pleasant, pretty room. 

„It's mighty nice now,“ said Ozburn, as Mrs. 
Brittain completed her work and dropped into 
the chair beside the cob. 

Mrs. Brittain talked fora long time with the 
prisoner. At times he appeared as clear men- 
tally as he ever did, and then again his mind, 
seemed to wander. Asa general thing, how- 
ever, throughout the conversation, ne was 
quite attentive to what the good woman had to 
say. Mrs. Brittain read the Bible and prayed 


with Ozburn, and when she went away he ap- 


ared better. 

That Mrs. Brittain has made a most favor- 
able impression upon the prisoner there is no 
doubt. 

Shortly after noon Ozburn was asked what he 
would like for dinner. 

„Some beef steak and eggs, he answered. 

“Would you like a piece of chicken, 
Charley?“ he was asked. 

„Mes, a small piece,“ he said. 

The meal was served about 2 o' clock and 
Ozburn ate heartily. He discarded the knife 
and fork and gathering the beef in his fingers 
ate with a hearty appetite. Everything given 
him was devoured and asthe trusty left the 
cell with the dishes Ozburn remarked: 

J feel better—much better.“ 

Not long after Ozburn’s dinner the Rev. Dr. 
Anderson, pastor of the First Methodist 
church, called at the jail. The minister was 
armed with a pass from the sheriff, and was 
not detained in the office. 

Dr. Anderson knew Ozburn when a boy. 
Years ago he boarded with Ozburn’s mother, 
when she was Mrs. Montgomery, andit may 
besaid that he has known the doomed man 
from infancy up. Five years ago, about, 
Dr. Anderson saw Ozburn for the 
last time until yesterday. Ever 
since he came to Atlanta the doctor 
has been contemplating a visit to the prisoner, 
but has put it off because of the anticipated 


Ozburn gazed at the man of God a minute 
and did

ted the ap 
man studying about something far away and 
the doctor was compelled to leave without 
producing any satisfactory result. 
After making many efforts to induce Ozburn 
to recognize him, Dr. Anderson said: 
„Charley, don’t you know that you must 


die?“ 
„no; I’m getting better,” he answered. 

Po you had. where you are, Charley?“ 
asked the minister. 

“Oh yes; I'm in the hospital, but I’m get- 
ting better and will get away soon. Don’t you 
see I’m stronger?“

„No, this is St. Mary's hospital.“ 

Dr. Anderson is uncertain in his mind 
whether Ozburn is sane or not. 

He will visit the prisoner again in a day or 
two. . 

After Dr. Anderson left, Ozburn passed the 
day quietly. Late in the evening when Mr. Mil- 
ler. one of the jailers, was in his cell, he said: 

“T feel lots better and stronger, and would 
like to take a walk up and down the hall 
when you close up tonight.” 

He evidently realized then where he was. 

After the jail was closed he was given the 
walk. 

It is barely possible that Governor Northen 
may reopen the case. Within the past few 
days the governor has been besieged by Oz- 
burn’s friends who assert that he is insane. 

To all these Governor Northen has given a 
patient hearing. 

And he is now making a diligent inquiry 
into the prisoner’s mental condition. 

During the day yesterday Hon. Steve Clay, 
of Cobb county, Mr. Jim Collins and Rev. Dr. 
Strickler called upon the governor and had a 
lengthy conference about the case. Later in 
the day the governor requested the county 

hysician, Dr. Griffin, to call at the state 

ouse. The doctor called and was closeted 
with the governor a long time. Dr. Griffin is 
positive in his declarations that Ozburn 
should not be hung. : 

„His mind.“ says the doctor, is under a 
cloud of some kind. It may be due to the 
nervous condition of the man, or it may be 
due to his mental condition. Of one thing I 
am certain, and that is that he should not be 
hung.”’ 

What do you give him, doctor?“ was 
asked. 

„When he is restless, a quarter of a grain of 
morphine. When he is not restless I give 
him nothing. I have been compelled to give 
him chloral.’ 

The governor will give the case a thorough 
investigation. 

While the governor is being besieged with 
Ozburn’s friends, Bradley’s friends are not 
idle. The murdered man’s old comrades are 
loud in their demand for vengeance, and have 
sent the governor several messages indicating 
their feelings. One of them has gone so far as 
to ask the sheriff for fifty tickets to the hang- 
ing, saying: é 

„There's lots of the dead man’s friends who 
want to see Ozburn hung, and hung right,

After Ozburn’s walk last night he exhibited 
his first symptom of insanity to those about the 
jail. Superintendent Faith went into his cell 
just before Ozburn went to sleep, and as the 
ofticer started out, the prisoner said: 

“Don’t let me get left. I want to get off on 
that next bogt. 

„All right,“ answered Mr. Faith, as he be- 
gan mixing a toddy. 

„J wish you would give me The New Or- 

eans Picayune, he said. 

Mr. Faith gave him a big toddy and went 
out. 

Mrs. Brittain is extremely anxious to have 
flowers sent to the jail today for Ozburn, 

The contract for the gallows has been let, 
and work will be begun on it today. 


NO BOTTOM YET. 


The Cotton Market Takes a Big Drop Yes- 
terday. 

The opening of the New York cotton mar- 
ket yesterday morning was at the lowest prices 
ever recorded.

HE WASN’T A CONFEDERATE, 


But Got Into the Confederate Veterans’ 
Association Just the Same. 

J. B. Martin, a bailiff in Justice Landrum’s 
court, has created a sensation among the mem- 
bers of Fulton County Confederate Veterans’ 
Association. 

For several years he has been a member of 
that organizatiou, but it is now discovered 
that he never fought a day in the confederate 
service. 

Martin has lived in Atlanta eversince the 
war, and is well known. Before his election 
as bailiff he served on the police force. 

It has been rumored for some time that 
Martin's confederate veteranship was bogus, 
and recently a committee from Company B, 
of which he was also an enthusiastic member, 
was appointed to investigate these rumors. 

The committee had little difficulty in sub- 
stantiating their truth, and a report to that 
effect was made to the company. 

Martin claimed to be a member of the Tenth 
Tennessee, but it is charged that he belonged 
to the Tenth Tennessee in the federal instead 
of the confederate army. 

The first exposure came during the grocers’ 
picnic at Lithia springs a few weeks ago, when 
a detachment of company B, of which Mar- 
tin was one, met an ex-member of the Tenth 
Tennessee federal regiment. 

The federal veteran recognized Martin as 
one of his old comrades. Mack Sweeney, an 
old confederate veteran of the Tenth Tennes- 
see, questioned Martin, and he says that he 
was unabie to give the names of any of the 
ofticers of that regiment. 

Yesterday Martin made a. full confession to 
Justice Landrum; stating that he was a con- 
federate veteran, but that he had also been 
enlisted in the federal army during the lass 
days of the war. 

He says he has papers to prove what he says.

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He Came Here to Euter the Con- 
federate Veteran’s Home. 


An old, broken down man entered the sta- 
tion house last night and asked for lodging. 

His gray hair and beard were long and strag- 
gling. His face was wrinkled and sallow with 
extreme age and apparent suffering. He 
walked with a limp and carried a heavy stick 
to assist him. His eyes were weak and sunken, 
and his hearing seemed badly impaired. Hi 
clothes were poor, dirty and torn. All in all, 
he was a perfect specimen of decrepit and 
worn-out manhood. 

He was told that there was no place there to 
keep him. 

“Can’t you put me ina cell with the pris- 
oners? he asked. I would rather stay there 
than on the streets.“ 

Chief Connolly was present, and walking 
up to the old man, began questioning him), 

The questions brought out a story of peculiar 
pathos to the southern man, and showed a 
state of affairs that might well be looked into 
by the Confederate Veterans. 

The old man gave his name as John Gwyen- 
ton, and stated that he came to Atlanta a week 
ago from Greenville. 

He came as an old confederate soldier, one 
who had fought valiantly through the war and 
who, now without means of support, wanted to 
enter the soldier’s home. 

He had been here a week, and what little 
money he had brought with him had been re- 
duced to 20 cents. e hadn’t enough to get 
lodging, and therefore asked the city to take 
care of him over night. 

At Greenville he has been living with his 
son-in-law. The old man says he wasn’t 
treated very well, but he would go back and 
try it again, as he could do no better. He 
sayshe is a painter by trade, and up to two 

ears ago made his own living. Then his 
health failed completely, and since then he 
has not been able to do anything. 

When asked of his record he seemed anx- 
jous to talk. He says he lived at Lynchburg, 
Va., but at the time the war begun he was at 
work painting a house in Richmond. He was 
among the first to enlist. 

He was in Stonewall Jackson's corps, Pick- 


ett's division, Garnet’s brigade, First Vir- 


inia —— under Colonel Skinner, and 
— Company G 

He stated that he was in Fredericksburg 
when that place was shelled by Burnside. 

His first wife and their twin children were 
killed by the explosion of a shell from one of 
Burnside’s guns. 

“They were asleep ¥P in a house.“ he said, 
“waiting for day. The day before, Burnside 
had sent word to Lee that if the city was not 
given up he was going to shell it, and he 
would ~ sf the women and children until 6 
o’clock She next morning to get out of town. 

“The rich people left, and General Lee 
told the poor ones who could not leave to 
getin cellars at 6 o’clock. Burnside didn’t 
wait uutil that time, and began about 4 
o’clock. 

„My wife and twins were asleep in bed, and 
one of the first shelis killed the three. 

„I have since read that the officers under 
Burnside misunderstood him as to the time 
to begin, but I don’t see how all could have 
made the mistake.“ 

The old man talked about the war until 
almost exhausted. The men at thastation house 
were all deeply interested, and their feeling 
for the old man was plainly shown. He stated 
that he was seventy-two years old, and served 
in the confederate army four years, four months 
and eleven days. 

He couldn’t get lodging at the station; but 
he met with generous and kind-hearted men, 
who soon had him taken to a boarding house, 
with money enough in his poocket to keep 
him for a while. 

Today he expects to go back to his son-in- 
law, if he can get a pass to his home. 

At his home there is anything but pleasure, 
according to his statement, if, indeed, home 
it can be called. It appears to be a case of 
absolute destitution.

Dr. Gailor’s declination was received and 
discussed at length.

Resolved, That the report o — 
pointed to walt upon the -bishopreleat, en 

homas F. Gailor, with the reply re 
him, be laid before the convention of this diocese, 
and that for this purpose the president of the 
convention be advised to issue a call for the con- 
vention to assembie in Christ chureh, Macon, on 
Wednesday, July 1, 1891, at 10 o’clock a. m., to 


take action thereon, as well as upon all the other 
matters which may lawfully come before that 


y. 

“This is all that could be done, said Mr. 
Z. D. Harrison. The standing committees 
had no authority to extend the convention call 
to Chancellor Gailor again, even ii such had 
been the desire. 

It is entirely with the convention. The 
duty of the committee was to receive the sub- 
committee report, which was done, and when 
the election was declined refer the whole mat- 
ter to the convention.“ 

Will the convention tender the bishopric to 
Chancellor Gailor a second time?

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THE SECOND CLASS TO LEAVE THE 


TECHNOLOGICAL SCROOL. 
Eight Young Men Receive Their Diplomas. 
A Very Able Address by Hon. W. T. At- 

* kinson—School Opens in September. 


_A year ago two young men, the first class to 
graduate from the Technological school, re- 
ceived their diplomas. 

Yesterday the second class, consisting of 
eight young men, graduated with the degree 
of bachelor of science in mechanical engin- 
eering. 

The inclement weather interfered some- 
what with the crowd, but several hundred 
people visited the school and witnessed the 
closing exercises. 

Tlie occasion was a memorable one in the 
history of the school. 

The programme was begun with prayer by 
Rev. Dr. Barnett. 

“The dynamo of the class of 1801, was the 
title of an admirably written and interesting 
essay by Mr. W. H. Glenn, of Atlanta. 

“Pounding in Engines, by Mr. J. Hardin 
Jones, also of Atlanta, was an essay that 
would docredit to any trained civil engineer; 
being a thorough practical treatment of this 
subject. 

The last essay was by Mr. J. 8. Moore, of 
Thomasville; Ga. His subject was: Investi- 
gation of the Net Effectof the Steam Pressure 


on the Piston of a High Speed Engine.” This 


evinced a scientitic and practical knowledge of 
the subject, and reflected credit upon the 
young man, as well as upon the system of 
training at the school. 

Five other essays by young men of the grad- 
nating class were read. by title only. They 
were: 

“Boiler Explosions,” by Mr. A. C. Brooks, 
of Edgewood, Ga. 

„The Acid Bessemer Process, by Mr. J. L. 
DeGive, of Atlanta. 

“The Performance of the Shop Engine at 
the Georgia School of Technology,” by Mr. J. 
D. Galdsmith, of Atlanta. 

„Analysis of Stresses in Locomotive Parallel 
Rod,“ by Mr. J. B. McCary, of Senoia, Ga. 

„Atlanta's Waterworks,” by Mr. C. M. 
Pritchett, of Cartersville. 

The annual address was by Hon. W. T. At- 
kinson, of Newnan, Ga. His subject was: 
“Technical Education and the Benefit to be 
Derived by the State from its Dissemination 
and Encouragement.“ It was a masterly ef- 
fort. Mr. Atkinson is one of the braniest 
young men, as well as one of the finest speak- 
ers, in the present legislature. He impressed 
the importance of his subject, and made an 
eloquent plea for the school as a state institu- 
tion—“ the best investment that Georgia ever 
made.“ 

The baccalaureate address, by Rev. Dr. I. S. 
Hopkins, president of the school, was a schol- 
arly and peculiarly appropriate one, full of 
useful and timely advice tothe young men 
just leaving school. 

The exercises were concluded with prayer by 
Rev. Dr. W. F. Glenn.

The wood and metal work was of the highest 
grade, showing mechanical skill in its most 
scientific, as well as its most practical, form. 

The most of those pregent yesterday had 
never seen the practical working of the school 
before, and it was a revelation to them. 

ONE MORE THING NEEDED, 

A library! 

That’s all the Technological school lacks 
now to absolutely complete its equipment. 

There is a magnificent library hall, provided 
in the wisdom of the builders, but nothing to 
put in it. 

This need is sore felt, and felt constantly. 

No provision was made for a library in the 
original appropriation, nor in the annual ap- 
p ropriations since.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, June 10.—There was no real change in 
the temper of the stock market today, and dullness 
was still its most prominent characteristic, while the 
movements in prices were confined to even smaller 
limits than usual of late. Dealings were more than on 
any day recently of a professional character, and only 
in Chicago Gas was there any movement worthy of 
note. In that stock the realization on the rise of yes- 
terday caused a reaction of over 1 per cent from the 
best figure, but the loss was afterward partially re- 
covered. The market opened slightly higher than last 
evening, and after a small concession the general list 
followed the advance in Chicago Gas, and while the 
improvement wasonly for the smallest fractions, a 
subsequent decline in Chicago Gas failed to neutralize 
gains.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, June 10.—The corn pit was the center of 
attraction on the board of trade today, and specu- 
lators from the other pits flocked to that point to take 
a hand in the proceedings. There was a big slump in 
prices in early trading, followed by a partial recovery. 
Wheat was dull with nothing of importance doing 
until near the close, when business picked up a little. 
Price ranges were confined to extremely narrow limits 
during most of the session. Operators were inclined 
to hold off for the government crop report, due at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon.

It was not long before a drop was 
made to 56\%c: As the decline went on long corn began 
to come out and for a time the market seemed demor- 
alized. Reports from the interior were to the effect 
that a large amount of corn was being loaded for Chi- 
cago, and big receipts were looked for during the next 
few days, and cables were lower. At the lowest points 
estimates for tomorrow came in, showing small re- 
ceipts insight.

The King's Daughters 32 Thete Noble 
Work—The Girls’ Pathetic Stories 
Little Money Is Wanted. 


Tomorrow night or Saturday morning two 
more girls will be sent by the King’s Daugh- 
ters to the Home of the Good Shepherd in 
Brooklyn. 

The girls are Minnie Marston and Lonnie 
Cohen. 

The former is a girl of only fourteen years, 
who was barely saved from a life of shame. 
She is the daughter of good, honest citizens of 
Atlanta, who stand well in every way. 
Minnie Marston, has just adopted that 
name, her right name being dropped, and 
from now on she will be known only by the 
new name. 

Although only fourteen years old, she has 
already brought almost ruin to her parents. 
Only a little over a week ago she got into an 
escapade of a serious kind, and this led to her 
being taken in charge by the King’s Daughters. 

Lonnie Cohen has occupied a house of bad 
character in Atlanta. She is eighteen years 
old. 
A month ago an acquaintance of hers, Rosa- 
lind Robinson, was sent to the home in Brook- 
lyn, and she came down to bid her goodby. 
Then she was greatly affected, and soon de- 
clared she wanted to lead a better life and go 
to a reformatory. 

Her story, as she tells it, is interesting and 
pathetic. Under promise of marriage the first 
step was taken—the death of both her parents, 
and the entrance into a life of shame. 

At one time she attempted to reform, but 
could find no honest work. She then started 
to aneighboring town to see if she could find 
something to do. Before she got outside of 
the city she was taken suddenly ill, and asked 
fora drink of water ata house. Before she 
could drink the water she fell in a faint, and 
was taken inside and given a bed. 

In the house there lived an old woman and 
her son, dependent upon the latter’s small 
salary for existence. 

The girl was stricken with fever and for 
weeks was on the verge of death. The son 
would not allow his mother to spend any 
money on the sick girl, and tried to get her 
out of the house. The kind-hearted mother 
protested and sold her own bed clothes for the 
sake of her charge. 

Finally the girl recovered, determined not 
to go back to a life of shame. The son of the 
woman who helped her became suddenly 
paralyzed, and his old mother was left with- 
out means of support. This changed the girl's 
resolution. Theson was sent to the alms- 
house, and the mother would have gone too, 
but for the girl. 

Since that time she has regularly sent money 
to the woman, and kept her in everything she 
desired. 

When first approached by the committee 
from the King’s Daughter, the girl refused to 
go, but would give noreason. She was afraid 
the woman she was helping would be sent to 
the poorhouse, and although anxious to ac- 
cept the ladies’ proposition, refused. The 
ladies ascertained these facts and again went 
to the girl, telling her what they knew and 
that they would take care of her benefactress. 
At this she burst into tears and confessed that 
she was only too willing to put herself under 
charge of the ladies. Since then she has been 
in their charge, and tomorrow or next day will 
be sent to Brook] 

Both girls are delighted with the idea of 
going. 

They are to be sent off by the King’s 
Daughters, and it will take $100 to get them 
to Brooklyn. After they reach that place the 
sisters take them in charge, and all the ex- 
pense is paid. 

But where is the $100 to come from? 

The society has no money except that pledged 
to the many other charities it has taken up. 

The money is wanted, and is wanted today. 
If it is not raised the girls cannot be sent. 

The amount wanted is not large, and can 
easily be donated by a few men. 

You will be aiding in a grand cause by send- 
ing something to Mrs. Brittain, who leads in 
such work, or any member of the society; or 
you may send it to TRR CoNnsTITUTION, and it 
will, be turned over to the society. 

The money must be raised today, and if you 
don’t help, who will? 


SPECIAL TAX STAMPS. 


The Collector of Internal Revenue Ready 
for the Dealers. 


Collector Johnson is now ready to issue 
special tax stamps to wholesale and retail deal- 
ers in liquor, rectifiers, wholesale and retail 
deaiers in malt liquors and wholesale and re- 
tail dealers in oleomargarine. 

The stamps begin July 1, 1891. 

The taxpayers are required to make their re- 
turns on a blank and swear to them. The re- 
turns are then to be sent at once to Collector 
Johnson with the money. 

Dealers in leaf tobacco, eigar manufactur- 
ers, tobacco manufacturers and peddlers are 
required to register, too, and the collector will 
furnish them with acertificate of re istration. 
The tobacco peddlers are compelled to give a 
$2,000 bond and can sell only original pack- 
ages. The taxon dealers in manufactured 
tobaccojhas been abolishediand they are not re- 
quired to make returns of any kind to the col- 
lector.
